T AProclamation againſt the deceiptfull wynding and 
folding of Wooles. 


Oz refoꝛmation and redꝛeſſe of many detceits, and falſhods vſed and pꝛactiſed in wynding 
and folding of Wowles : The Qucknes moſt ropall Maieſtie, by the aduiſe of her moſt ho- 
2 nozable Counſell, ſtraightip chargeth and commaundeth, that no maner of perſon oꝛ per⸗ 
ſons, whatſoeuer he oz they be, at any time hereafter, go about, oꝛ fake vpon him oꝛ them, 
to wynde oz folde any manner of woles, in any countrep, where any ende woles are ac- 
cuſtomed to be wꝛought, oz in the Counties of Lincolne, Leiceſter, o2 Rutland, befoze he 
oꝛ they ſhall be admitted and allowed by the Maiſter and Wardens of the Company and 
felowſhip of the Wowlmen of the Citie of London, oꝛ one of them foz the time being, oꝛ be⸗ 


== fo:e the Maioꝛ of the Staple of Boſton, foz the time being, foꝛ the woles of the grothe ol 


__ the counties of Lincolne, Leiceſter, and Rutland, afozeſaid, by thaduiſe ofa ſwoꝛne Pac⸗ 
ker. And that euery perſon oz perſons, ſo allowed and admitted, foꝛ an able and lawfull wozkman oꝛ woꝛkmen in foꝛme afoze- 
ſaid, ſhall haue a Teſtimoniall oꝛ Certiftcat of his allowance and admittance, vnder the Seale of the Maioꝛ of the Staple at 
Weſtminſter, foz the time being, oꝛ of the Maioꝛ of the Staple of Boſton, foz the time being, foz the woll of the growing of 
the counties afoꝛeſaid: And that none of the ſaid perſons ſo allowed and admitted, oz that ſhall be ſo allowed, and admitted, 
ſhall go about o2 fake vpon him oz them, fo wynde oꝛ folde any wolles, befoze he oz they haue taken a coꝛpoꝛall othe, befoze 
one of the ſaid Batozs,foz the time being, accoꝛding to the intent aboue limited, that he oz they ſhall truely and iuſtly without 
deceipt, wynde oz folde, all and ſingular ſuch woll oz wolles, as he oz they ſhall fake vpon him, oꝛ them, to wynde oz folde, ne 
ſhall vle any deceipt, craft, fraude oz guyle therein, vpon paine that euerp perſon, which ſhall take vpon him to wynde oz folde 
any maner of wolles, being not admitted, and ſwoꝛne as is afoꝛeſaid, ſhall ſuffer impꝛiſonment by the ſpace of x. daies, and to 
be ſet vpon the Pilloꝛie, in the next market fowne, with a fleece of woll hanging about his necke. 

And her Paieſtie by the aſſent afoꝛeſaid, further ſtraightly chargeth and commaundeth, that no grower, bꝛeder, bꝛogger, 
oꝛ gatherer ot anp end wolles, oz other wolles within the Counties afozenamed,ſhal at any time hereaffer ſet on woꝛke any 
woll folder, oz woll wynder, to folde oz wynde his oꝛ their woll, oz wolles, vnleſſe the ſaid wolfolder, oz wolwinder,b2ing 
with him oz them a Teſtimoniall oꝛ Certificat vnder the Seale of the ſaid Maioꝛ of the Staple of Meſtminſter foz the time 
being, oz the Maio of the Staple of Boſton, foz the time being, in foꝛme as is afozeſaide, telfifipng him oz them ts be ſwozne 
and admitted, foꝛ an able woꝛkman to folde and wynde wolles, in manner and fozme as is afozeſaid, vpon paine of impziſon- 
ment and fine at the Nucenes Maieſties pleaſure, 

And further, where by an Act made in the xritj.yere of the reigne of her Maieſties moſt deere father, King Henry theight, 
pet ſtanding in foꝛce, it was enaded, that no maner of perſon do wynde, oꝛ cauſe to be wounde any fleece of woll, not being ſul⸗ 
fictently riuered oz waſhed, ne wynde oz cauſe to be wounde in any fleece, any deceinable thing, whereby the fleece may be the 
moꝛe waighty, to the deceipt and loſſe of the buper, vpon paine the ſeller of ſuch decerptfull wolles to fozfaite foꝛ euerp ſuch 
fleece vj. d. Her Maieſtie being inkoꝛmed that not withſtanding the ſaid god Act, much deceipt is vſed in waſhing, winding, and 
folding of wolles: Doth ſtraightly charge and tommaund, all and enery her Subiecs, to obſerue the true meaning of the ſaid 
Act,vpon paine of fozfeiture,of the penalties therin contained, and as they will auoid her Highnes further diſpleaſure. And foz 
the auoyding, and eſchewing of further craft and deceipt now of late vſed: The Quenes moſt Koyall Maieſtie, with thad⸗ 
uiſe afoꝛeſaid, ſtraightly chargeth and tommaundeth, that from hencefwꝛth, no grower oꝛ bꝛeder of wolles, whatſoener he oꝛ 
they be, ſhall permit and ſuffer his oz their ſhepe, being waſhed and dꝛied againe, ready to be ſhoꝛne, to go abone v. oꝛ vj.daies 
bnſhozne oꝛ vnclipped, if the weather be d2y,vpon paine of impꝛiſonment and fine at the Queenes Maieſties pleaſure. 

And further her Maieſtie by thaduiſe afozeſaide, ſtraightly chargeth and commaundeth all and enery Juſtice of Peace, 
Patozs, Sheriffes, Bailiffes, and all other officers and miniſters, as they will auoide her Highnes diſpleaſure, and aunſwere 
to the contrary at their perils, that they and euery of them cauſe euer y ſuch offendoz and offendoꝛs to be puniſhed foz ſuch of- 
fence oꝛ offences, accoꝛding as 1s afoze expꝛeſſed and declared.
